TRICYCLES 


MADRID, Aug. 6 —Trouble of a serious 
nature is being fomented in Spain, 
particularly in the province of Valen- 
cia. by agents of the Cuban insurgents. 
The minister of the interior, Senor 
Cosh Gayon, yesterday, replying to a 
question in the chamber ot deputies, 
admitted that a number ot riots had 
occurred in Valencia, and y^hen asked 
to explain the cause of the disturb- 
ances, eaid that they were caused by 
friends of the Cuban insurgents 
who 
hoped thereby to prevent the departure 
of further reinforcements of troo^ for 
Cuba. 


Hitherto 
the popular 
demonstra- 
tions have been attributed entirely to 
protests against the imposition of new 
taxes, a step made necessary by the 
financial 
strain the government has 
been subjected to through carrying on 
the campaign against the insurgents of 
Cuba. 
But, while the government is 
only willing to admit that the riots 
have been instigated by the agents of 
the Cuba revolutionists, it is generally 
admitted that the roots of the trouble 
are much deeper and that it is being 
nourished by the natural feeling of 
alarm and dismay at the apparent 
utter inability of the government to 
cope with the situation in Cuba. 


That the large Spanish army in Cuba 
must be still further and heavily rein- 
forced is looked upon here as being a 
confession of failure upon the part of 
the administration and as an admission 
of the growiúg strength of the Cubans. 
In addition, many letters have been 
received in dififerent parts of Spain by 
the relatives of Spanish soldiers serving 
with the army in Cuba and they tell 
such terrible tales of sicknese, priva- 
tion, incompetency and 
mismanage- 
ment, to say nothing of lack of pay, 
that a dangerous feeling against the 
government has arisen and is gaining 
strength day by day. 


Under these circumstances the agents 
of the Cubans do not have much diffi. 
culty in carrying out their plan of 
causing 
popular 
outbreaks /"They 
steadily fan the fl ime o! discontent by 
pointing to the apparently unneoeesary 
hardships which the Spanish troops in 
Cuba are compelled to endure. 
The 
republicans, also are taking advantage 
of the situation to push their propo- 
gandaand the cbmbined movements 
making more headivay with the masses 
than the 
government 
will 
admit, 
although it is already betraying symp- 
toms of alarm and has sent stringent 
instructions to the prefects to promptly 
and effectually suppress demonstrations 
which may occur in their district and 
to have no hesitation in calling upon 
the military for support. 


A number of conflicts between rioters 
and the 
police and 
soldiers 
have 
already occurred, shots 
have 
been 
exchanged, several persons have been 
wounded on both sides and a large 
number of arrests have been 
made. 
This, the revolutionists assert, 
will 
serve to call attention to their 
cause 
and enlist in their behalf the sympathy 
of the people. 
The roads in Valencia 
are being 
patrolled 
by 
gendarms, 
troops are pursuing armed bands of 
revolutionists in the mountainous 
dis- 
tricts of the same province and farther 
trouble is apprehended 
Madrid, up 
to the present, has been quiet, 
but 
signs are not wanting that the spirit of 
discontent is abroad and that 
the 
efforts of the government to gain Eup- 
port by trying to throw the blame for 
everything upon the United States, the* 
chief bugaboo of Spanish 
politicians, 
will not much longer avail. 


In a factory near the city of Valencia 
the authorities have discovered a quan- 
tity of arms and ammunition 
and 
similar stores are believed to be in 
exiEtence in different partb of 
the 
province. 
The arms referred to are 
known to have ( been smuggled into 
Spain very recently and are not of 
for ign manufacture, 
showing 
their 
shipment to ba part of the plan of cam- 
paign being conducted by the Cubans 
in Spain. 


The Spanish oflBcials, as usual, are 
blaming the United States for thfe 
troubles in this country, basing the 
assertions made on the fact that among 
the leaders of the recent riots was Dr. 
Bernando Toledo, said to be an Ameri- 
c m citizen whose brother is in com- 
mand of a force of Cuban iasurgente. 
It is claimed that money, arms and 
ammunition were

and are urging the people to place the

TUITION

The receipts of the tuition fund were 
as follows:

NOTABLE CAREER. 


Death of ]>Irs. Amelia Hicks- 
Lord at New York. 


Twloe illariied to Wealthy Jferchants, 
She Survives Botit an«l I.eaves 
an Eslate of •<:î,000,000. 


N E W YORK, Aug. 6.—Mrs. 
Annette 
Hicks-Lord, who was in her day one o? 
the moat notaiale figures in New York 
society, died at her residence in this 
city last night, aged sixty-seven years 


Mrs. Hicks-Lord was descended on 
her mother's side from a titled English 
family and was related to General 
Robert Schenck, once LTnited States 
minister to Great Britain. 
Her father, 
Unico Peter Wilkins, married Adeline 
Schenck, whose family had a great deal 
of property on the Fishkill river. 
The 
couple went to Guiana, and there An- 
nette was born. 
Subsequently 
the 
Wilkins family returned to this state, 
making their home 
at 
Matteawon, 
where Annette grew to womanhood. 


At twenty-five she was married to 
Thomas Hicks, a wealthy merchant of 
twice as many years as her own. 
Her 
marriage settlement included consider- 
able property at • Toledo, Ohio, and 
elsewhere, which, when Mr, 
Hicks 
failed a few years later, gave his wife 
an income sufficient for the mainten- 
ance of both until the husband died. 
The widow's fortune was increased by 
inheritances from relatives in Holland, 
so that she was able to entertain most 
lavishly, her receptions being among 
the most noteworthy of the period in 
New York. 


Then the widowed Mrs. Hicks went 
to England and as a relative of the 
United States minister was presented 
to Queen Victoria.

S. N., gave her the unusual distinction 
of taking her on board the flagship of 
the Mediterranean squadron to Alex- 
andria and thence on board the frigate 
Wachusett to Jopha 
Thence 
she 
proceeded to Jerusalem y^rith an escort 
of sixty United States sailors. 
On the 
return to Alexandria the 
Wachusett 
tried to enter the port of 
Alexandria 
in the night without a pilot and had a 
hole knocked iu her bottom. 


After Mrs. 
Hicks had returned to 
America Thomas Lord, an oct6genarian 
dry goads merchant with a fortune of 
$6.000,000, paid suit to her, but she re- 
iusee him and went to Europe for a 
season. 
Her absence did not cool Mr. 
Lord's ardor, and he renewed his suit 
with better success. 
When she came 
back to Mew York in 1877, they were 
married. 


The six children of Mr. Lord there- 
upon obtained a writ of de 
lunatico 
inquiredo and sought to have the mar- 
riage Eet aside on the ground of the 
mental incapacity of Mr. Lord. 
The 
couple, however, so completely secluded 
themselves in the wife's home in Four- 
teenth street that for months 
detec- 
tives were unable to reach them. 


The tight ot the younger Lords was 
finally abandoned. 
A year later Mr- 
Lord died, and after a proper season of 
mourning, 
his 
widow 
re-entered 
society, her entertainments taking on 
even greater magnificence than those 
of her earlier career. 
Eecently 
her 
health failed and she traveled 
ex- 
tensively. 
She also devoted much of 
her thoughts and money to religion. A 
few years ago her fortune was estimated 
at $3.000,000, not taking into account 
magnificent collections of plate, rubies 
and cameos.

Two lads, Jimmie 
Hawkins 
and 


Harry Lease, who left their mother's 


presence, full of life and boyish hap- 


piness this morning, lie dead in the 


morgue of Funeral Director Peltier as 


T H B SENTINEL goes to press this after- 


noon. 


The bereaved parents are Edward 


Hawkins, the well known cigarmaker, 


residing at the corner of Broadway 


and Jefferson streets, and A. L. Lease, 


a brakeman on the Grand Rapids and 


Indiana railroad, living at 104 Madison 


street. 


The boys were cousins. 
Both 
were 


allured to the jail flats by the circus 


which has its tents pitched 
there 


and 
at 
that 
place 
they 
met 


about 9 o'clock this morning. 
Natur- 


ally enough, they remained together, 


playing about the show grounds and 


the vicinity of the river until 
noon 


when they started to go home by the 


way of Spy Run avenue. 


Crossing the Clinton street bridge 
near the city crematory they followed 
the north bank of St. Mary's river to 
Spy run. 
This stream is about twenty- 
five 
feet 
wide 
and 
empties 
into 
the iiver at this point. 
No bridge 
spans it. but there has been built here 
what is called a ''blind bridge," under 
water, a structure used only for wagons 
hauling gravel from the river bank. 
At this point they were joined by two 
Pieper boys, who live on West Jeffer- 
son street. 


The Hawking and Lease lads started 
to cross the dangerous blind bridge 
and were about half way across when 
Hawkins slipped and fell into 
the 
water, which was fully 
fifteen 
feet 
deep, on account of 'dredging which 
had been going on. The boy had hardly 
disappeared when young Lease also 
fell in. 
The Pieper boys had remained 
on the bank and now stood aghast 
at the struggle of the poor little fel- 
lows, who it seems could not swim. 


Panic stricken the Piepers ran away 
from the spot to seek assistance. 
They 
quickly notified the men at the electric 
power station, near by, and William 
Rockey, one of the employes, hurried 
to the scene of the accident, but 
too 
late, for the boys had gone down for 
the last time. 


With great courage Rockey hastily 
dived for the bodies, and, although he 
persevered until almost exhausted, it 
was 
sometime 
after 
the 
accident 
when he secured both bodies. 


The two little corpses were stretched 
on 
the 
bank 
when 
a 
SENTINEL 
reporter 
reached 
the 
scene. 
Jim- 
mie Hawkins was nine 
years 
old, 
and the only child. 
Harry Lease was 
eight years old. 
Both were bright and 
promising lads, whose sudden fate will 
be cause for a widespread expression 
of sympathy to the parents and fam- 
ilies, whose cup of sorrow is now 
filled 
to overflowing. 


The bodies were taken to Peltier's 
and will be removed to the hemes of 
the parents this evening. 


Edward Hawkins, father of one of 
the boys, was a former employe in the 
Trentman cigar manufactory, but lately 
got out of work and went to Toledo, 
where he is now working. 
The sad 
news was wired to him this afternoon.

Being in New York, he one 
evening joinefl a convivial party at 
dinner, and under the stimulus of the 
swiftly circulating bottle he cocfidedto 
tibie jovial company the secret of his 
plans, including the feet of his option 
to purchase the Philadelphis, Wilming- 
ton and Baltimore.

NEW LIFE SAVING BOAT. " 


fo Tak^jgttlie Place . of 
House Station. 


Hfu-bor on the Tcaiel. 


One of the most pectiliar vessels ever 
built in American waters is the Boston 
bay floating life saving station, which 
has- just been completed at Noank, 
Conn. There is notiiing like her under 
the beavena The mention of a life sav- 
ing station suggests a salt stained build- 
ing on a storm swept boach, with surf: 
patrols and lifeboats. 
The new craft,: 
however, i« expected to prove even 
more useful than the surfmen, as she- 
will lie offsbore owbide the line of, 
iH^akers, and her crew will have the 
element of danger from surf removed 
from their work. 


This station is the first of the kind 
ever constructed. 
The boat is 100 feet 
long, 83 feet wide and 6 feet deep. She- 
is shaped much like an old fashioned 
flatiron, out off square at the stern. 


It is the "harbor'* out out of the main 
deck at the stern that makes the boat a 
curiosity. 
This opening cut into the 
stem is 80 feet long and IT feet wide- 
It is surrounded by a walk 6 feet wide, 
upon which boats may be hauled. 
The 
upper deck extends the whole length of 
the boat, covering over the top of the 
harbor aa well. 


As the "station" will continually lie 
at her anchors and head to the wind, it 
follows that the egress and ingress of 
small boats from and into the harbor 
will be conducted in a sh^iltered place, 
and one of the dange^uS and disagree- 
able features which life saviiig crews 
have hitherto had to pnt up with-^-the 
launching of boats through the surf— 
will be obviated. In this harbor will be 
moored two naphtha launches for the 
use of the life savOTB, and a Burfboat 
will hang on davits near at haind. 


As a whole, the craft looks somethingi 
like a houseboat. She is built in a most 
duraWe manner, with a view of resist- 
ing any storm with which she may have 
to battle. 
She is heavily bulkheaded, 
and the main deck, which is ten feet 
above the level of the sea, contains 
abundant room for the crew of eight 
men and captain who will man the ves- 
sel. On this deck is a largo pilothouse 
7 feet high, which will be' used as a 
lookout. There is abundant room for 
the comfort of the crew. 


The station is fitted with anchors, but 
has no masts, machinery or steering 
gear. She has been 50 days under con- 
struction and is to be towed to Bostos 
at once, where she will be stationed in 
Boston bay directly off Gity Point. Her 
cost was $7,000 exclusive. of her fur- 
nishings, and she was designed by As- 
sistant Superintendent of Construction 
Henry E. Davis of Palmer's yard.— 
New York Sun.

Preparing to Demand a UniTenal • W* J^e 
Scale From Shipowners — MoTean«nt 
Started In Engrland, but American SafiV 
ors Said to Favor tbe Idea Heartily. 


A wage scale to govern the shipping 
Interests of the world has been drawn 
np. If the shipowners fail to accept it, 
seamen say a strike will be declared 
which will be felt wherever men trust 
their lives to the decks of vessels. 


The idea, having its origin among the 
English sailors, has gradually spread 
until now it has stanch supporters ev- 
erywhere. American seamen are said 
to be in thorough accoiii with the move- 
ment. 


It was the original intention to carry 
the agitation on quietly and to set a 
date when the effort should be made 
without attracting undue attention, but 
recent developments in London and vi- 
cinity, where the police interfered with 
a meeting that had been held for the 
purpose of organizing seamen, gave it 
more or less publicity, and the recent 
receipt of Information regarding the 
movement in this country has made it 
a matter of common talk among sailors. 


T. J. Elderkin, secretary of the Inter- 
national Seauien's union, with head- 
quarters in Chicago, said that he had 
received several communications bear- 
ing on the subject, and that iae bielieved 
American seamen wonld'lend thedr sup- 
port to the effort to introduce an inter- 
national wage scale, one which would 
be recognized everywhere, and whdch, 
if in force, would do more than any- 
thing else to eliminate tbe nonunion 
man from the business of sailing and 
give the union a footing that no future 
happening could undermine. 


While the union of which Mr. Elder- 
kin is secretary is intemationad in chior- 
acter, it does not extend over \many of 
the European oountries and is only de- 
signed to reach those seamen-who cast 
anchor in this country. It isvthe incten- 
tion of the promoters of the'new mtove- 
ment to organize a union that' will take 
in every, man who has anything to do 
with the shipping business. This organ- 
ization is to include firemen, sailors and 
dock laborers and will reach out a lit- 
tle farther and take in rdilrdod men. 
Thus a brotherhood will be formed that, 
should a general strike take place, 
would completely paralyze the^interesta 
of transportation. 
• In England the movement > isidham- 
pioned by such men as J. H. Wilson, 
M. P., who is at present? president of 
the seamen's mganization; TomjMann, 
L. Johnson, ana Richard McGheet M. P. 
Already rheetings have been held at 
Antwerp, London, Liverpool, Rotter- 
dam and Glasgow, and it is claimed 
that as many as 25,000 men hare been 
organized, in a single day. ActiA^ work 
along this line has not begun fin the 
United States as yet, but it is'sriid that 
the Seamen's union of this country iSj 
in a position to take action cm very 
short nctico. 


It is the purpose of the Englishmen 
to send rxrprcsentatives to thisfcouhtry 
to invostipato the rate of wageapaid in 
Chicago, New York, Cleveland,.Buffalo, 
New OrlotiuH nnd other ports, aiid these 
will be coiijpiued with those ipaid' in 
English ports. 
It is then prfrposed to 
hold nil inforuotional conferi^nce, at 
T,'hich the soiinien of the Unittwi States 
are exi)ected to be represented and at 
which Ihc universal scale 
will 
be 
adopted. 


As an inducement for seameri gener- 
ally to take part in the proceedings of 
the international conference it is»porinted 
out that with such an organization at 
command vessels which departed from 
one part of the Vorld with nonnmion 
crews could be intercepted at thejpoint 
of destination and there made to feel the 
IX)w6r of the union. It is, however, un- 
derstood that the international argaiii- 
zation would in no way interfere with 
the autonomy of organizations lUready 
in existence. 
In other words this Inter- 
national Seamen's union, which ibas its 
headquarters in Chicago, wonld continue 
to legislate for its members along its 
own lines, but always keeping in har- 
mony with the laws of the other body. 


Statistics are at present being gath- 
ered as to the approximate number of 
men that will be affected by the move- 
ment.—Chic^o Record.

MADEIU, Aug. 6 —Trouble of a serious 


nature is being fomented in Spain, 
particularly hi the province of Valen- 
cia, by agents of the Cuban insurgents. 
The minister of the interior, Senor 
Cosh Gayon, yesterday, replying to a 
question in the chamber ot deputies, 
admitted that a number ot riots had 
occurred in Valencia, and when asked 
to explain the cause of the disturb- 
ances, eaid that they were caused by 
friends of the Cuban insurgents who 
hoped thereby to prevent the departure 
of further reinforcements of troops for 
Cuba. 


Hitherto the popular 
demonstra- 


tions have been attributed entirely to 
protests against the imposition of new 
taxes, a step made necessary by the 
financial strain the government has 
been subjected to through carrying on 
the campaign against the insurgents of 
Cuba. But, while the government is 
only willing to admit that the riots 


agents, however, are doing everything 
possible to counteract this movement 
and are urging the people to place the 
blame for the excessive taxation, the 
military blundering and tbe political 
bluster where it really belongs, upon

The 
republicans, also are taking advantage 
of the situation to push their propo-

will 
admit,

and effectually suppress demonstrations 
which, may occur in their district and 
to have no hesitation in calling upon 
the military for support.

breakers, nnd her crew will have tho 
element of danger from surf removed 
from their work. 


This station is the first of tho kind 


ever constructed. The boat is 100 feet 
long, 83 feet wide and 0 feet deep. Sho 
is shaped much like mi old fashioned 
flatiron, out off square at the stern. 


It is the "harbor" ont out of the main 


deck at the Ft TII that makes the boat u 
curiosity. This opening eut into tho 
stern is 80 feet long and IT feet wide. 
It is surrounded l>y a walk (i feet wide, 
upon which boats may bo hauled. Tho 
upper deck extends the whole length of 
the tat, covering over the top of the 
harbor as well. 


Aa tho "station" will continually lie 


nt her anchors and head to tho wind, it 
follows that the egress ami ingress of 
small boats from and into the hnrbor 
will bo conducted in ft sheltered place, 
nad ono of tlio dangerous Mid disagree- 
able features which lifo saving crows 
liavo hitherto had to put up with—tho 
launching of boats through tho surf- 
will bo obviated. In this harbor will be 
moored two naphtha launches for th< 
nso of tho lifo sows, and a surfboa 
will hang on dnvite near nt hand. 


As a whole, tho eraft looksnoinething 


like a houseboat. Sho ts built in a mos 
durable manner, with H view of resist 
ing any storm with which sho may have 
to battle, Sho is heavily bulk-headed 
and tho rnnin deck, which is (en fee 
above tho lirvel of tho sen, conraiiif, 
abundant room for tho crew of eight 
men and eaptain who will man the ves 
sol. On this deck is a large pilothouse 
7 foet high, which will bo used as 
lookout. There Is abundant room for 
the comfort of the erew. 


Tho station is fitted with anchors, but 


lias no masts, maohinery or steering 
gear. Sho has been DO days under con- 
struction and is to bo towed to Boston 
at onco, where she will bo stationed in 
Boston bay directly off Gity Point. Her 
cost was $7,000 exclusive of her fur- 
nishings, and sho was designed by As- 
sistant Superintendent of Construction 
Henry K. Davis of Palmer's yard, 
New York Sun.

Interests of tho world has been drawn R 
tip. If tho shipowners fail to accept It, I 
seamen say a striko will bo declared 
which will be felt wherever men trust 
their lives to tho deeks of vessels. 


Tho idea, having its origin among tho 


English sailors, has gradually spread 
until nosv it has stanch supporters ev- 
erywhere, American seamen arc said 
to bo in thorough accofft with the move- 
ment. 


It was the original intention to carry 


the agitation on quietly arid to set a 
date, when tho effort should bo made 
without attracting undue attention, but 
recent developments in London and vi- 
elnity, where the poliee interfered with 
a meeting that had been held for the 
purpose of organizing seamen, gave it 
more or less publicity, and the recent 
reeeipt of information regarding the 
movement i;i Hii« country has made it 
n matter of eonunnn tnlk auiong sailors. 


T. J. Eldi-ikin, .secretary of the Inter- 


national .St-iMuieu's union, with head- 
quarters in Chicago, said that ho hnd 
received several communications bear- 
ing on the subject, and that he believed 
American seamen would lend tbear sup- 
port to tho effort to introduce an inter- 
national wage srcile, ono which wonlil 
be recognized everywhere, and winch, 
if in force, would do more than any- 
thing else to eliminate the nonunion 
man from tho business of sailing and 
give tho union a footing that no future 
happening could undermine. 


While the union of whieh Mr. Elder- 


kin is secretary is international in eliar- 
acter, it does not extend over many 'of 
tho European Countries and is only de- 
signed to reaeh tluw M-amoH-who oust 
anehor in this country. It istfhe iirten- 
tion of the promoters of the m-w move- 
ment to orgauiwj n union that-will tako 
in every mun who has anything to clo 
with tho shipping business. This organ- 
ization is to include firemen, sailors and 
dock ?alK>rers and will reneh out n lit- 
tle farther nnd take in railrawl men. 
Thus a brotherhood will be formed that, 
should a general striko take place, 
would completely paralyze tlmunterohta 
of transportation.

In other words tho Inter- 
national Seamen's union, which ihas its 
headquarters in Chicago, would continue 
to legislate for its mem bora alnng its 
own linetf, but always keeping in har- 
mony with tho laws of tho other body.
